I  do  not  think  of  my  86-y  ~  ^  old  man,.  I 

cannot  remember  when  his  i  -4  O  nd  he  still 

has  a  lot  more  of  it  than  his  ■*< .  _ jd  I  walked 

down  the  street  together  and  an  old  friend  from  the  Oaark 
Mountain  country  met  us.  “Steele,”  he  said,  “I’ll  declare,  you 
don't  look  a  day  older’n  you  did  30  years  ago.”  Turning  to 
me,  he  said,  “Brooks,  you’re  breakin’  mighty  fast” 

But  it  is  his  happy  spirit,  not  looks,  that  accounts  for  this 
impression. 

I  have  often  resolved  to  write  about  him — he  is  such  an 
interesting  and  complex  personality — but  never  got  around 
to  it  until  I  received  the  editor's  invitation  to  do  this  brief 
sketch  for  Fathers’  Day. 

Dad  has  a  tremendous  sense  of  humor.  And  if  he  be¬ 
comes  amused  at  one  of  his  own  stories,  the  floor  of  the  east 
porch  jjf  his  Russellville  home,  which  has  been  his  favorite 
place  to  meet  friends  these  last  30  years,  shakes  with  his 
laughter.  His  voice,  too,  is  powerful  and  reonant  Russell¬ 
ville  residents  have  been  heard  to  say  during  the  summer 
terms  of  court  if  Dad  was  scheduled  to  plead  a  case,  "No 
need  to  go  to  the  Courthouse  to  listen  to  him— you  can  hear 
him  right  here.” 

Typical  Baptist 

There  are  interesting  contradictions  in  his  character.  My 
wife,  who  has  a  sense  of  humor,  too,  exclaimed,  to  him  one 
day  shortly  after  we  were  married,  “Why,  we  ought  to  call 
you  ‘Czar  Hays’!”  It  was  one  of  the  few  times  he  has  been 
caught  completely  off  guard.  It  was  a  reference  to  his  post- 
tiveness  of  character  and  his  unyielding  attachment  to  his 
opinion,  once  his  mind  is  made  up.  “Typical  of  Baptists,” 
said  one  of  his  non-Baptist  neighbors.  Blake  Smith  thinks  his 
parents  foresaw  this  when  they  named  him  ^Steele. 

My  dad  loves  his  family.  He  has  been  a  good  father  and 
a  good  friend  to  me.  I  have  tested  him  for  sixty  years,  and  I 
ought  to  know.  Others  could  speak  of  him  as  a  good  citisen 
and  a  good  churchman  as  authentically  as  I,  but  I  see  these 
roles  in  relation  to  his  place  in  the  family.  He  would  have 
been  a  loyal  Christian  had  he  never  had  a  son,  but  undoubt¬ 
edly  some  of  his  Baptist  activities  were  attributable  to  hla 
concern  for  the  son's  growth  and  discipline. 

I  have  never  known  a  man  with  a  more  genuine  case  ef 
religion  than  my  father.  He  was  18  years  old  when  a  revival 
service  at  Plumbervllle  produced  a  profound  and  significant 
experience,  and  its  influence  has  continued  through  the  68 
years  since  the  event

..  My  father  took  me  to  Sunday  school  and  church  with  him 
till  I  waa  a  big  boy,  and  when  I  was  old  enough  to  enjoy  a 
trip  he  took  me  with  him  to  associations!  meetings.  (He  was 
either  clerk  or  moderator  of  our  association  for  twenty  years 
or  more.)  I  believe  that  except  for  hla  dynamic  church  life 
I  would  not  have  developed  the  denominational  interests  and 
loyalties  that  have  brought  such  happy  experiences  to  me  in 
the  Southern  Convention.  My  father  has  derived  great  sat¬ 
isfaction,  of  course,  from  the  honor  conferred  upon  me  by 
our  Baptist  convention.  Hia  confident  spirit  was  revealed 
in  hla  comment  when  Clyde  Hlckeraon  called  him  from  Chi¬ 
cago  to  say  that  I  had  been  elected  president  The  rest  of  us 
thought  of  it  as  almost  miraculous,  but  Dad's  first  comment 
waa  “On  what  ballot?”  He  lost  no  time  in  sending  me  a  tele¬ 
gram  which  ended  with  a  reference  to  my  mother,  who  past¬

That  quality  made  It  easy  for  him  to  identify  himself 
with  e  client  In  both  civil  and  criminal  esses  and  lo  be  an 
effective  advocate.  His  reputation  as  a  lawyer  la  aecnre. 

My  dad  la  a  generous  man.  He  enjoyed  planking  down 
the  money  for  my  new  bicycle  when  Mother  let  him  know 
how  badly  I  wanted  one,  and  for  the  new  saddle  when  she 
agreed  with  me  that  I  wee  too  big  to  ride  our  mare  Dally 
bareback.  And  my  father  never  let  moneymaking  become 
the  chief  end  In  hia  life’s  plans.  A  standing  Joke  in  the  fam¬ 
ily  la  Father's  tendency  to  be  Indifferent  to  money  matters 
until  a  tax  notice  or  large  bill  bits  him,  then  he  develops  a 
sudden  anxiety  that  makes  a  wide  Impact.  Our  cook,  who  re¬ 
spects  him  greatly,  said  on  such  an  occasion,  “Your  papa  Is 
having  one  of  hla  little  stingy  spells.” 

I  could  enumerate  a  lot  of  hla  virtues,  hut  It  la  not  naceo- 
sary.  I  summarise  with  the  observation  that  because  be  la 
the  kind  of  father  he  is,  I  can  appreciate  to  the  fullest  tbeee 
New  Testament  references  by  Jesus  Himself  to  God’s  father¬ 
hood  and  the  love  He  bears  for  Hla  ions  and  daughters.  I  am 
fortunate  to  have  had  such  e  dad.  He  would  say  “such  a 
mother”  and  I'd  agree  with  that,  too.

JOINS  RIDGECREST 
CHURCH  STAFF  —  Larry  Cal¬ 
houn  has  been  added  to  the 
staff  of  Ridgecrest  Church, 
Jackson,  according  to  Fred 
Tarpley,  Pastor.

A  spokesman  for 
and  Other  Americans  United 
for  Separation  of  Church  and 
State  urged  here  that  American 
economic  aid  ^to  Spain  and  Co¬ 
lombia*' be  stopped  until  the 
State  Department  “is  convinced 
that  religious  ..liberty  for  all 
faiths'  ha6  been  restored”  in 
those  countries. 

“We  concede  that  our  aid 
should  not  be  used  as  an  instru¬ 
ment  for  political  or  economic 
domination  of  any  country,"  he 
said.  “It  is  not  for  us  to  tell  a 
foreign  government  which  re¬ 
ceives  our  aid  that  it  must  es¬ 
tablish  religious  liberty,  but 
we  do  have  a  moral  obligation 
to  state  our  belief  that  it  ought 
to  establish  religious  liberty. 

Dr.  Lowell  charged  that  200 
Protestant  schools  have  been 
closed  in  Colombia  since  1858, 
some  47  Protestant  churches 
have  been  destroyed  by  fire  or 
dynamite,  and  77  Colombia  Pro¬ 
testants  “have  been  killed  be¬ 
cause  of  their  religious  faith.” 
He  said  many  Protestant  chur¬ 
ches  remain  closed  in  Spain  and 
Protestants  have  been  placed 
under  many  civil  disabilities 
there  because  of  their  religious 
belief.

Church-State 

Many  church-state  problems 
are  not  ordinarily  mentioned, 
but  they  are  there.  POAU  has 
been  wrestling  with  them-  for 
10  years.  Protestants  and  Cath¬ 
olics  compel  Jews  and  non¬ 
churchmen  to  pay  taxes  for  re¬ 
ligious  symbols  on  public  prop¬ 
erty.  Protestants  use  public 
schools  for  their  own  creedal 
purposes.  Catholic  nuns  teach 
catechism  at  public  expense  In 
public  schools.  Drives  for  pub¬ 
lic  funds  for  church  purposes 
abound  throughout  the  nation. 
A  president  must  have  great 
wisdom  and  courage  lo  enforce 
the  law  which  guarantees-  re¬ 
ligious  freedom  to  all  churches, 
including  churches  of  little  po¬ 
litical  consequence. 

I  believe  it  is  proper  to  ask 
and  answer  a  relevant  question. 


When  is  it  time  for  this  coun¬ 
try  to  have  a.  President  who 
will  use  his  high  office  to  aid 
his  church?  My  answer  is — 
Never! 

Catholic  President 

There  is  much  talk  today  a- 
bout  a  Roman  Catholic  Presi¬ 
dent.  A  prominent  leader  is 
touted  in  the  Catholic  press  as 
though  h?  were  a  church  can¬ 
didate.  This  fear  is  heightened 
by  national  publicity  featuring 
connections  and  associations 
with  a  single  church.

DALLAS  —  (BP)  —  Baylor 
University  has  launched  ■  ma¬ 
jor  drive  to  teach  30,000  illiter¬ 
ate  Dallas  adults  how  to  reed. 

The  campaign  is  the  first  at¬ 
tempt  to  lick  the  literacy  prob¬ 
lem  In  a  major  U.  S.  city,  ac¬ 
cording  to  C.  B.  Hastinga,  di¬ 
rector  of  the  Baylor  University 
extension  division  at  Dallas. 

He  said  1,000  tutors  will  be 
trained  to  work  with  adults  who 
cannot  read.  Extension  train¬ 
ing  course*  and  a  tutor's  clinie 
will  be  conducted  at  Dallas  Bap¬ 
tist  churches  from  now  through 
May  23. 

“The  course  is  designed  to 
give  students  thorough  training 
In  literacy  techniques,”  said 
Hastings,  “so  that  they  can  help 
train  tutors  and  direct  literacy 
campaigns  anywhere  in  the 
world.” 

College  credit  will  be  given 
to  students  who  qualify.  An  $11 
tuition  fee  ts  charged  for  the 
7- week  course. 

“U.  S.  census  records  show 
more  than  30,000  Dallas  county 
adults  over  25  years  of  age 
cannot  read,"  Hastings  said.  “A 
recent  survey  In  a  Dallas,  area 
church  revealed  15  illiterate 
adults  In  an  18  member  Sunday 
school  class.” 

“Part  of  the  program,”  he 
contnued,  “la  to  teach  people  to 
read  the  Bible." 

The  Baylor  literacy  program 
uses  teaching  techniques  deve¬ 
loped  by  Frank  Laubach,  world- 
famed  literacy  expert  who  has 
taught  more  than  60  million 
persona  to  read  and  whose  lit¬ 
eracy  programs  have  covered 
more  than  265  different  dia¬ 
lects.

So  Little  Time 


First  of  A  Series  On  Communism 

On  October  4, 1957  Russian  scientists  successfully  laun¬ 
ched  in  space  the  fifst  man-made  moon.  It  was  one  of  the 
most  dramatic  and  important  scientific  achievements  in 

history. 

Sputnik,  the  Russian  word  for  satellite,  quickly  be¬ 
came  a  part  of  the  language  of  every  civilized  group  on 
earth.  While  this  USSR  moon  circled  the  earth  at  \Vz 
hour  intervals  the  world  took  another  thoughtful  look  at 
the  Soviet  Union  and  Communism. 

Sputnik  I  was  the  opening  event  in,  an  all-out  missile 
race  that  has  focused  new  attention  on  the  aims  and  achiev¬ 
ements  of  the  Communists.  Soviet  claims  to  advancement 
in  science  and  education,  are  being  more  carefully  evalu¬ 
ated.  The  victories  of  Russian  athletes  at  the  1956  Olym¬ 
pics.  in. Melbourne,  Australia  have  taken  on  more  signifi¬ 
cance.  .  - 

There  is  now  an  ominous  air  about  the  Communist 
bloc  in  foreign  affairs  conferences  and  in  the  United  Na¬ 
tions.  This  growing  world  challenge  brings  up  for  fresh 
consideration  the  Korean  War  of  1950-53;  tne  bloody  Hun¬ 
garian  Rebellion  of  October  and  November,  1956;  and  a 
hundred  other  instances  of  Communist  involvement. 

It  reminds  the  Christian  of  Communism’s  unremit¬ 
ting  atheism,  its  suppression  of  religion,  and  its  disregard 
for  human  values.  -  *  - 

Not  Only  _is  Western  civilization  on  trial,  but  it  be¬ 
gins  to  appear  now  that  Christianity  faces  its  greatest  dan¬ 
ger  in  modern  times. 

In  Luke  16:8  there  is  a  rather  melancholy  observa¬ 
tion  about  godly  people  in  an  ungodly  world:  “  .  ,  .  .  the 
children  of  this  world  are  in  their  generation  wiser  than 
the  children  of  light.”  J.  B.  Phillips  translates  this  pas¬ 
sage,  “  .  .  .  .  the  children  of  this  world  are  considerably 
more  shrewd  in  their  own  way  than  the  children  of  light.” 
Moffett’s  rendition  says,  “  .  .  .  .  the  children  of  this  world 
look  farther  ahead  in  dealing  with  their  own  generation 
than  the  children  of  light.” 

One  of  the  tragic,  inescapable  elements  in  the  present 
crisis  is  our  lack  of  time.  Often  in  the  past  Christianity 
has  taken  comfort  in  its  sense  of  virtually  unlimitable 
time.  A  thousand  years  has  been  as  a  day  and  Kingdom 
forces  have  acted  as  though  that  all  had  the  millennium 
in  which  to  induce  man  to  work  out  the  purposes  of  the 
Almighty.  That  is  certainly  not  true  now.  We  no  longer

Baptists  Hear  Carey’s  Appeal; 
Plan  Missionary  Organization

NOTTINGHAM,  England.  May 
31,  1792 — (BP) — Acting  on  the 
stirring  appeal  of  pastor  Wil- 
I  liam  Carey  to  “expect  great 
I  things  from  God;  attempt  great 
things  for  God,"  Baptists  to¬ 
day  resolved  to  plan  the  organ¬ 
ization  of  a  society  “for  propa¬ 
gating  the  Gospel  among  the 
:  Heathens.” 

Preaching  at  the  assoriational 
meeting  here  yesterday,  young 
Carey  chose  as  his  text  Isaiah 
51:2-3,  and  exhorted  his  fellow 
ministers  to  "spare  not,  length 
en  -  thy  cords,  and  strengthen 
|  then  thy  stakes.” 

English  Baptists 

Carey's  earnest  appeal  made 
an  impression;  but  Engtish  Bap¬ 
tists  never  have  been  active  in 
missionary  enterprises.  Carey 
•encountered  this  Calvinlstic  op¬ 
position  years  ago  when  he 
spoke  for  missions  at  a  Baptist 
gathering  and  was  told  by  an 
older  minister,  "Sit-down,  young 
man;  when  the  Lord  gets  ready 
to  convert  the  heathen  he  will 
do  it  without  your  help  or 
mine*’* 

“The  hair  brained  enthusiast,”  I 
as  some  described  Carey,  might 
have  preached  his  impassioned 
message  without  results  If  It 
had  not  been  for  support  from 
the  influential  Andrew  Fuller. 
At  the  business  session  today 
many  counseled  delay  when 
time  came  to  act  on  yesterday's 
appeal  by  Carry.  . 

Alarmed  by  the  threat  of  still 
|  another  failure.  Carey  turned 
to  Fuller  who  was  sitting  near 
j  him,  grabbed  the  Baptist  lead¬ 
er  by  the  arm,  and  with  deep 
emotion  asked.  “Is  there  noth¬ 
ing  again  going  to  be  done, 
sir?” 

Fuller  was  won  by  Carey's 
zeal,  and  his  Influence  In  turn 
swayed  the  group.  It  was  agreed 
that  at  the  next  pastor's  con¬ 
ference  a  Baptist  missionary  or¬ 
ganization  would  be  formed. 


Circulates  Tract 

Carey  has  beet,  campaigning 
for  a  missionary  effort  by  Bap¬ 
tists  for  several  years,  and 
meeting^  with  stout  opposition. 
Reaeijily  he  circulated  a  tract, 
“An  Inquiry  into  the  Obliga¬ 
tions  of  Christians  to  Use 
Means  for  the  Conversion  of 
the  Heathen,”  which  has  won 
some  Baptists  to  the  missionary 
cause. 

In  his  tract  Carey  points  out 
that  seven  tenths  of  the  popu¬ 
lation  of  the  world  is  “without 
any  profession  of  Christianity.” 
If  baptism  concerns  us,”  he 
writes,  “world  missions  must  no 
less."  He  outlines  a  simple  pro¬ 
gram  for  spreading  the  gospel: 
pray,  plan,  pay.

LONDON  (RNS)  —  Adult  con- 
versions  to  Roman  Catholisni 
in  England  and  Wales  number¬ 
ed  14.077  in  1957.  according  to 
the  1958  Catholic  Directory  pub¬ 
lished  here.  This  was  an  in¬ 
crease  of  1,000  over  the  previous 
year's  record  total. 

The  directory  said  Catholics 
in  England.  Wales  and  the 
Channel  Islands  totaled  3,343,- 
000  at  the  end  of  1957.  It  esti¬ 
mated  there  are  757,000  Catho¬ 
lics  in  Scotland  and  476.000  in 
Northern  Ireland.  This  means, 
it  said  that  the  estimated  Catho¬ 
lic  population  of  Great  Britain 
and  Northern  Ireland  now  ex¬ 
ceeds  4.576,000. 

The  Catholic  Directory  re¬ 
ported  that  Catholic  baptisms  of 
children  in  England  and  Wales 
during  1957  exceeded  100,000 
while  marriages  increased  by 
2,7000  to  42.825. 

Other  figures  for  England 
and  Wales  showed  there  were 
4,538  diocesan  and  2.677  religi¬ 
ous  order  priests,  3.058  public 
churches  and  chapels,  and  1,163 
communities  of  nuns.

The  life  of  Absalom,  King  David’s  son,  is  a 
pitiful  story.  He  killed  his  brother  Amm6n,  pf£p|JM9| 
plotted  to  overthrow  his  father,  raised  a  re-  ff-  ^.9 
bellion,  and  was  killed  as  he  fled  in  defeat  T  Vgp>  f!jRl9 
Listen  to  the  heartbroken  cry  of  his  old  fath- 
er;  “O  my  son  Absalom,  my  son,  my  son  Absa¬ 
lom!  would  God  I  had  died  for  thee,  O  Absa-  ■  r  . 

lorn,  my  son,  my  son!’’ 

In  what  kind  of  home  did  David  rear  such  a 
1  son?  Was  he  to  blame? 

Well,  he  had  chosen  a  charming  pagSh  to 
be  the  mother  of  his  children.  Maacah,  Absalom’s  mother,  was 
the  daughter  of  Talmai,  king  of  Geshur.  She  was  aristocratic 
and  cultured.  Doubtless  she  was  faithful  to  David.  One  thing 
was  lacking:  She  knew  not  the  Lord.  > 

David’s  Discipline 

In  disciplining  his  children,  David  was  unpredictable.  Usual¬ 
ly  indulgent  to  the  point  of  weakness,  yet  when  aroused  he 
could  be  terribly  inflexible,  even  banishing  his  own  son  for 
ever  from  his  sight.  Parents  who  discipline  their  children  ac¬ 
cording  to  their  own  passions  are  most  unwise. 

Then  Absalom  had  a  father  with  a  roving  eye.  His  shameful 
sin  with  Bathsheba  is  well  known.  Is  it  surprising  that  his  son 
violated  his  own  sister?  Most  of  the  tragedy  in  the  family  grew 
out  of  the  same  kind  of  unrestrained  passions  that  the  father  had 
manifested. 

Too  Busy 

Possibly  David  was  too  busy  with  great  things  to  train  his 
own  children.  He  was  Israel’s  greatest  king,  extending  her  bor¬ 
ders  farther  than  any  other,  stabilizing  her  government,  build¬ 
ing  great  buildings.  Pity  the  little  boy  whose  father  is  too  im¬ 
portant  to  spare  a  little  time  for  his  son.  t  ' 

Growing  up  in  a  home  where  love,  harmoay,  companionship, 
and  trust  were  lacking,  Absalom  had  little  chance  to  be  other 
than  an  unbalanced,  jealous,  selfish  man.

Who  Are  The  Strong?

INTRODUCTION.  The  age  of 
the  Judges  occupies  a  period 
of  some  three  hundred  years, 
the  history  of  the  Hebrew  peo¬ 
ple.  It  follows  the  period  of 
the  conquering  exploits  of 
great  Joshua,  and  comprises 
an  age  during  which  there  was 
no  strong  central  government, 
because  the  people  of  the  Lord 
were  stubborn  in  their  refusal 
to  submit  themselves  to  the 
ruling  hand  of  their  gracious 
covenant-restoring  and  cove¬ 
nant  keeping  Lord.  He  had 
chosen  the  people  of  Israel 
from  among  all  the  peoples  of 
the  earth  to  be  His  peculiar  peo¬ 
ple.  and  God's  own  people  they 
would  not  consistently  be. 

They  were  willing  to  make  a 
start  with  the  Lord,  these  Isarel- 
ites,  but  they  would  not  stand 
prosperity.  When  they  began 
to  prosper,  they  also  began  to 
go  off  after  the  gods  of  the 
heathen  round  about  them. 
When  they  had  turned  away 
from  Jehovah,  He  would  let 
them  have  their  way,  as  He  has 
always  done  and  always  does. 

There  would  follow  a  period 
of  decline  and  defeat  at  the 
hands  of  their  enemies.  Their 
enemies  would  come  in  Invad¬ 
ing  hordes  and  reap  the  har¬ 
vests  of  the  land  and  drive 
away  tbe  cattle,  lay  the  land 
under  tribute  and  otherwise 
despoil  the  inhabitants  of  tbe 
country.  When  their  situation 
had  become  desperate,  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  the  Lord  would  remem¬ 
ber  Him.  turn  lo  Him,  and  cry 
to  Him  for  deliverance.  i 

He  always  heard  and  heeded 
their  cry  and  restored  them  to 
their  covenant  relations  with 
Him.  He  raised  them  up  one 
deliverer  after  another  to  de¬ 
liver  them  from  the,  merciless 
hands  of  their  enemies  and  lead 
them  into  the  paths  of  pros¬ 
perity  again.  When  again  there 
were  herds  of  fat  cattle  on  the 
green  hillsides,  grain  in  the 


to  the  gods  of  the  heathen. 

Again,  their  God.  deserted  by 
His  own,  would  permit  their  en¬ 
emies  again  to  despoil  them 
since  this  was  the  only  means 
through  which  He  could  induce 
them  to  turn  again  to  Him. 

This  the  history  of  the  three 
hundred  years  or  thereabout 
known  as  the  period  of  the 
Judges.  U  a  story  told  over  and 
over  of  a  cycle  in  which  the 
people  served  the  Lord  Jehovah 
and  prospered,  neglected  Jeho¬ 
vah  and  were  overtaken  by  the 
disaster  of  falling  victims  to 
the  oppression  of  their  neigh¬ 
bors,  the  heathen,  then  cried 
to  their  God  for  deliverance.  As 
often  as  in  their  distress  they 
cried  to  Jehovah.  He  inclined 
unto  them,  heard  their  cry,  and 
raised  them  up  a  deliverer  who 
brought  them  relief  from  their 
oppressors,  anc  set  their  feet 
again  in  the  path  of  obedience 
to  tbe  one  God. 

They  would  walk  in  this  path 
back  into  a  period  of  prosperity, 
and  then  they  would  go  the  old 
wrong  way  again.  Come  again 
a  time  of  rui$  come  again  a 
realization  of  ruin,  coipe  again 
a  cry  for  deliverance,  come 
again  the  avenging  stroke  of 
the  Almighty  arm  in  deliver¬ 
ance.  Is  there  anything  mod¬ 
ern  in  the  sound  of  this?
